Farren’s acting in Nicholas Rue was excellent, and he looked the épi- 
tome of avarice and decrepitude. His enquiry to 4pril,‘ Do you ima- 
gine, sir, we exist without the blandishments of the softer sex?’ and 
his assurance to Rose Sydney, when leading her off, ‘that she might 
rely upon his prudence and delicacy, excited great merriment. Mrs. 
Glover played Sally Downright with great ability ; ber sturdy refusal 
to deny the marriage of her mistress; and her indignant cenial of 
being able § to jabber outlandish stuff,’ were highly effective and called 
forth great applause. Her joy, at the return of Hgerton, and the 
avowal of Grevillc’s, marriage, was also depicted with great truth ; 
but we think her soliciting a salute from Mr. Greville, aud taking the 
arm of Egerton at her exit, were familiarities too great for even a 
faithful servant, especially as she is called a pretty gir/. But this is 
the fault of the author, not the actress ; and we feel assured Mr. Mor- 
ton himse]f must have been satisfied with Mrs. Glover's able perform- 
ance. 

Mr. Vining gave a very amusing picture of the kind-hearted Ros- 
trum ; whose love-making, interlarded with auctioneering slang, ex- 
cited great laughter. Webster had made himself up extremely well 
to represent the emaciated Plethora, and his short cough was pain- 
fully true to nature. Mr. and Mrs. Greville, ard Egerton, were efh- 
ciently represented by Mr. Brindal, Miss F. H. Kelly, and Mr. Cooper.
